In IM3 Prof. W. F. Rogers 
came to Comanche frotn Athens, 
Texas and took charge of the Co­ 
manche 
School. 
Prof. 
Rogers 
brought along with him eight stu­ 
dents from Athens, one of them 
being Frank 
Adams, who 
fcr 
many years was a leading busine*s 
man in Comanche. Prof. Roger* 
remained in charge of the school 
for four years, retiring in 1886. j 
He returned as principal in 1890] 
and In 1891 was elected as super­ 
intendent and remained in charge 
until his death in 1892. He was 
one of the most beloved teacher? 
Comanche ever had and was heed 
of the school for nearly 18 years, 
longer than any other person. 
His widow still liv?s in Comanche 
and is one of the honored ladie? 
of the town. Assistants in the 
school when Prof. Rogers ret.red 
in 1886 as superintendent were 
J. Rofscn. Mrs 
Knudscn 
M;«s 
Lizzie Ford. Miss Emma Johnson, 
and Miss Bessie Franklin. 
In 1886 W T. Mann succeeded 
Rogers as head of the school. He 
was a man of influence and was 
on the County board of examinern | 
for licensing teachers. He was re­ 
elected. but in 1888 he was as-; 
vaulted by one of the patrons of 
the school and resigned and went j 
to Colorado. Texas, and bee am*» 
principal of the school there The 
assault broke up the school for 
that year and there were no com­ 
mencement exercises. 
Mann was succeeded by R E 
L. Robinson who held the position 
one year and was succeeded in the 
fall of 1889 by Prof. С. О Smith

and expert class room instructor 
and for his ability to inspire his 
pupils to achievements. 
Mr Layne was succeeded by B. 
W. Speed who several years be­ 
fore had been principal of the 
high school and who had served 
four years as Tax Collector He 
was a graduate of Baylor Univer­ 
sity and laid out great plans for 
the expansion of the school, but 
his health failed and he was forc­ 
ed to resign within the school 
term and pawed away the follow­ 
ing September. 
Mr. Speed was succeeded by W. 
G. Ban-ett who was his princi­ 
pal. Mr. Barrett was a bachelor 
at the time of his election, but 
two years later married his Home 
Economic teacher. Miss Ada Lee 
Hill. Mr. Barrett served nearly 
eleven years as superintendent, 
longer than any other man with 
the exeception of Prof. Rogers 
He made a reputation as a good 
business manager and placed the 
school in good financial condi­ 
tions. He 
also 
was strong 
for 
scholarship. Mr. Barrett was suc­ 
ceeded in 1935 by our present 
superintendent. J. D. Bramlette. 
Mr. Bramlette is a graduate of 
John 
Tarleton 
College. 
Baylor 
University, and the University of 
Texas. He has been head of some 
of the larger town schools of 
Texas, serving several years at Mc­ 
Allen 
and at Kingsville. He has 
been superintendent here for three 
years 
and during 
that time the 
enrollment of the school has near­ 
ly doubled and the attendance last 
year reached the peak in its his­ 
tory. Much 
improvements have 
been made on the school grounds. 
The erection of the gymnasium 
this year gives Comanche one of 
the finest school plants 
in this 
section of the State. Prof. Bram- 
¿ette 
has great plans 
for the 
school system and much progress 
may be expected within the next 
few years.
